INLAND AND OCEAN. 



"We are sorry to observe our contem- 
porary, in its otherwise excellent article, 

confounding the Through to Ynle 
service with a direct steamship lino 
between San Francisco and tliis port. 
The services, in the existing state of 
things, have nothing in eoiuiDon. The 
Province is at present very well served 
in the matter of ocean steamers. Four 
and sometimes five arrivals a month are 
not bad for a country of 25,000 white 
inhabitante. Nor can we discover how 
a direct ocean steamer to this port will 
cure the evil of which we complain. 
We have not found fault with the 
ocean ateamshipa going to New West- 
minster j but we do find fault with the 
imperfect character of our inland stcaui 
service. It their trips can be made [iro- 
Ctablc to Now Westminster the steam- 
ships will continue to go ; but it should 
be the aim of every man who has any 
interest in Victoria to make those visits 
unprofitable. A dozen lines of subsi- 
dized steamships running regularly be- 
tween Victoria and San FrancLsco, 
would not deter a thirteer.th line from 
running to New Westminster if it 
wore demonstrated that the service 
would pay ; and if heavy shippers from 
abroad find that by sending their freight 
to the Royal City the goods will o.sc:ii)o 
deterioration fiora frequent handling 
they will send llieni there. Where, we 
ask, for the next few years will three- 
fifths of the freight that will find its 
way to this port go? The 
answer is, to Yah'. And if 
there i.s a steamer ready at an 
hour's notice :o take that freight on 
board as it reaches here and huid 
it without transhipment, iloublo hiuui- 
ling, cvcra wharfage or other unneces- 
sary and (yes, why not?) unnatural 
charges, that boat will bo patronizeil, 
because she will deliver the goods with 
greater expedition, in better ordcir, and 
at lower rates than if they had reached 
their destination after the tribulation 
of from four to five handlings and 
three wharfages or by a direct steam- 
ship to Now Westminster. There are 
many other points besides those that wo 
have advanced which can be urged in 
favor of the establishment and nniin- 
tainance of a direct lino of steamers 
between Victoria and Yale, to whicli we 
shall allude in -a subsequent article, 
and wo earnesth' hope that in the dis- 
cussion the two services — ocean and 
inland — will not be considered as one 
and the same. An ocean service is 
beyond the financial capacity of Vic- 
toria to tackle just now. In any case 
we can afi"ord to wait for it; but an 
improvement in our means of com- 
munication with the mainland can bo 
begun almost at once, and is urgently 
demanded.

A Fevr Orookoi Statemouts 
Strai^litenoA. 

YiLE, May IGth. 

To THE Editor of The Colonist : 
Sir, — I did not intend to publish any 
remarks on any thing that might have 
been said by the various witnesses 
before the committee ot' the House 
appointed to enquire into school mat- 
ters ; but, as many of the statements 
made before that conmiittec are, if not 
absolute falsehoods, flagrant mis- 
statements I feel compelled to 
break silence. Mr. McKenzie, accord- 
ing to the report, honored me by name, 
as one who had resisted his efforts in 
the way of reform (i ) 

I have denied, and still deny, that 
his or the government's interpretation 
of the School Act, either did or could 
cancel our cercificates, a view which 
the government must subsequently 
have taken, for Mr, IMcKenzie cancel- 
led all certificates, and how could he 
cancel what was already dead by law, 
if his first interpretation o£ the act was 
the correct one 1 

My late fello^N' teachers, did my word 
need support, will bear me out in my 
BtateinenL that after the canc(;lling of 
tho certificates, urbitrary and tyi-annical 
as we considered it, I never counselled 
resistance, but always said the act of 
cancelling though tyrannical was legal. 
Mr. McKenzie and I have not held tiie 
same opinions occasionally; but, then, 
I suppose 1 havu just as muoh right to 
my opinion as he has. 

James Fell, Esq., is rc|)orted to have 
said that certain teachers (named) had 
taken action to remove the superin- 
tendent and that a petition having that 
objcot in view had, be believed, been 
drawn up; that, he learned this from 
Mr. Pleace, a delegate from the teacheis. 

The answer is — as to seeking tlio 
removal of the superintendent — untrue. 
I never heard of an ij such uttempl being 
made. 

It is true I was a delegate from the 
teachers to urge Mr. Fell to use his 
great influence with the government to 
have the examination of those whoso 
certificates had been so tyrannically 
cancelled postponed to July 1881 (for 
every gentleman among us was desirous 
of getting a tirst A.) At the same time 
I expressly stated that I joined the 
opposition reluctantly, because that, 
holding the position I did, I felt bound 
to offer myself for examination, but 
not before '81. 

I see that one of tho witnesses stated 
that tho trustees sent into tho school a 
" badly-graded limit table, and that 
without a scale fer forming a time 
table," and that Mr. Nicholson is— 
well, never mind what — but he poss- 
esses a " little text-book lore," etc. It 
is just possible that Mr. may know 
better how to teach and how teaching 
should be done than any former or 
present trustee over the Victoria public 
schools; but, then, he pi'obably gained 
his knowledge by practice rather than 
from text-books, though, I opine, he 
would not be very deticient in them.

Thursday, May 18. 

Goo. CoUio, cliarged with aa.siatiiig four 
marines to desort from H. M. Navy. 

The prisoner was defended by Mr. 
Drake. 

Sergt. BlooiiiDuld deposod tluit on tlio 

■ 17th iust. he wont out to Blount Nowtou 
Hotel and arrested the prisoner. On 
leaving the liotol in a buggy the prisoner 
commenced to toll witnesa about taking 
four men away in a boat; witnesa cau- 
tioned the prisoner and informed liim 
that wliat he said might be used against 
him. After that he made a statement 
that ho was called from his \vnrk in the 
field by his employer, Mr. Henderaon, 
who told him that tliere -were four men 
who wanted to go to Cowichaii and ho 
(prisoner) would have to take tliom in a 
boat. Prisoner informed witness that 
the men wore dressed in citizen's clothes ; 
when they got opposite Mr. Downie's 
place the men saitl they did not want to 
go to Cowichan ; pr'isonor then suggested 
that ho should tako theiu to Naiiuiino ; 
they did not agree to this but said they 
wanted to go to some place in Washing- 
ton Territory whei-o they would bo free. 
The prisoner then suspcctod that the men 
were deserters from tlie navy and accused 

■ them of it. Tlioy admitted that they 
wore, Prisoner thereupon informed tliem 
that the nearest American port was San 
Juan Island ; they said they were willing 
to go and he then headed the boat to- 
wards San Juan, the men pulling. Whilst 
making the voyage they lost tljoir way 
and landed on a small island ; thoro we 

^ could plainly see San Juan isla;;d and 
started again for it. Witness naked pria- 
oner why he did not land the men at 
Saanich after he know they were desert- 
ers. Prisoner replied that he w.mtod to 
see the poor devils get away" and would 
not have made anything by giving them 
up. Prisoner landed them on San Juan 
island and saw them safe on board the 
steamer Alex. Dunc.in bound for Port- 
land. Ho said that when ho (prisoner) 
returned Mr. Henderson gave him §7.00 
for his work. . Witness knew that four 
privates in the Boyal Alarinos had dosort- 
cd. Their clothes were found in the 
bush on the Saanich road, carefully cov- 
ered oyer with paper and placed under a 
rock. The names on the coats corres- 
ponded with the names in the official de- 
scription of tho desortors. (Clothing pro- 
duced). 

OrosB oxBininod — Arrested the prisoner 
about G p.m. Ho was quite sober at the 
time when he mado tho statement. 

John Stevens deposed that he saw 
Sergt. Bloomfiold at his (witnes.s') place 
on Monday last. Witness naked tho pris- 
oner what ho did with tho Marines, 
Bloomfield being present. Prisoner re- 
plied that thoy were all right, ho had 
taken them to San Juan island. Prison- 
er admitted that lie did* not want to aeo 
tho poor devila-caught, but said that at 
tho time lie started with them he did not 
know they wore navy men and it was not 
until ho got abreast of North Saanich 
• that he discovered who they were. Ho 
could have landed them at Saanich but 
they wanted to go to some place in Amer- 
ica. Prisoner was quite sober when ho 
mado tho statomont. 

Wm. Turgoos* deposed tluit laatTuosday 
week he mot four men on tho Saanich 
road. They were in couples and ono 
man of each couple had a bundle witlt 
him. They were di-essod in citizen's 
clothes. Witnesa hero described the ap- 
pearance of tho men and .laid they appear- 
ed shy and would not look up. Ho came 
to tho conclusion they wero deserters. 

Thos. H. Cudlip idontificd the clothing 
produced. Ho found them in the bush 
on the hill tho other aide of Swan Lake. 
The articles wero all nicely folded up 
and covered with a large sheet of paper. 
Witness brought them into town and 
handed thom -to Sergt. Bloomfield. 

Tlio evidence being exhausted, 

Mr, Drake contended that the prisoner 
- was simply a servant who had carried out 
the instructions of his employer. He 
submitted that oven assuming the prison- 
er had been desirous of putting back to 
Britisli territory after ho discovered tlic 
men were deserters he M ould have been 
powerless to do so as they would have 
compollod him to tako thoni in the direc- 
tion they desired to go. 

His Honor remanded tho prisoner until 
Wednesday next. 

Albert Vidler, on remand, charged 
with a criminal assault on Francos Mario 
Vidler. 

Mr. Courtney, in tho absence of Mr. 
Walla, appeared for tho prosecution. Mr. 
Drake for tho defence. 

Frances Mario Vidler, being recalled, 
tostifiod that sho recognized tho Indian 
woman Harriet; at the lime sho lived 
with Mr. and Mrs. Vidler sho (witnesa) 
know how to read and write; sho never 
told Harriet that anything had taken 
place between her and her unolo, nor did 
she ever write an indecent word on a 
piece of paper and show it to Harriet and 
tell her that Mr. Vidler told her the 
moaning of it; she denied liaving over 
boon in Mr. Vidler's bath-room whilst he 
was in tho bath. 

Harriet Passerard, an Indian woman, 
was Bworn and testified that she was in 
the employ of the defendant for more 
than a year in tho capacity of a servant. 

Tho evidence of thi.a witness wont to 
uhow that Marie had told lier of certain 
things passing between her and defend- 
ant in a bathroom, on board a sloop and 
at other places. 

Mr. - Courtney said h& -wished to call 
the'ij^Uenlidn'pr the court to the fiict that 
■inc«'the''witneBB had boon in to>rn at- 



tempts had been made to tamper with her 
and she assorted that llr. Vidler liad told 
her that if she told the truth she would 
be put in gaol. 

Cross-examined — I am tho wife of Mr. 
Passerard; was married in 1871; have 
had no children; did not have a child 
three months after I was married. [Wit- 
ness was here cross-examtnod as to hor 
chastity which she alleged was ivn- 
bleniished.] 

Witness — I never niontioucd this mat- 
ter to Mr. Leadboater until I canio down; 
soon after leaving Mr. Vidler's I told Mrs, 
Blum and Mrs. Ogilvio what I had seen; 
I wont to work for Mr. Vidler in Novem- 
ber 1877. 

Mr. Drake contondod that much of the 
witness' evidence should bo struck out as 
it was merely hearsay evidence. 

Mr. Courtney argued that it was ad- 
missible. 

His Honor said he could not admit 
that portion of tho evideuco which was 
merely based on what the girl Marie had 
told the witness. It was only heais.-vy. 

To tho court — Mr. Vidler would call 
Marie all tho time to come to the bath- 
room; Mrs. A'idlcr was often in the bod- 
room adjoining. 

This closed tho evidence of tho witness. 

Mr. Courtney then mado an application 
for a medical examination of tho girl. 

Mr. Drake objected as the examination 
would bo in any case inconcliisive. 

His Honor refused tho application, be- 
lieving that it would bo of no practical 
use. 

Mr. Drake said that he intondod to call 
witnesses to prove that tho woman Har- 
riett' was a common prostitute and that 
hor word was not worthy of credence. Ho 
would also bIiow that at the time the 
ofl'onco was alleged to have been com- 
mitted on board tho sloop, the vessel was 
on a cruiae oH' tho west coast and was 
abaant for aoiuo ( iine. 

Sorgeant BloomtleKl deposed tluit ho 
had known the woman Harriet for some 'J 
years and knoiv her to bo the wife of one I 
Passerard. He remoiuborod the wonuiii \ 
having a child shortly after lior marriage. 
She said sho was the mother of it and its 
birth gave rise to a disturbaiico between 
her and her huabaiid. tiho waa liko the 
reat of Indian women and did not know 
when to bo content with a good home. 
Sho would leave it for months at a time. 
Witness looked upon her as a common 
prostitute and would not bolieve hor on 
her oath as to her chastity. Whilst she 
was living with hor husband she led an 
innnoral life. Witness knew Mr. Vidler's 
sloop anil remembered ita rolurning from 
tho West Coast about 18 months ago, be- 
cauao an Indian who had boon employed 
on board came to him and made a com- 
plaint as to wages duo to him. 

Mr. Drake submitted that no case what- 
ever had been mado out against his client. 
The girl Marie had denied point-blank 
that her uncle had over been guilty of any 
impropriety towards hor, and ho (Mr. D.) 
would much rather take tho girl's un- 
supported word than that of the Indian 
witness, even if it were supported. Ho 
contended that the evidence of tho woman 
Harriett waa ono mass of contradiotiona. 
She had sworn to circumstaiicea that she 
had never witnoaaed and had stated that 
she liad seen Mr. Vidler and the girl go 
into tho bath-room together, subsequently, 
however, admitting that the bed-room 
door was shut, and that sho could not 
possibly have seen what she stated sho 
did sec. If hia Honor thought there had 
been a sh.adow of a case mado out ho 
would oak for an adjournment in order 
that ho-might produce other witnesses 
who would testifyas to tho Indian woman's 
character ond would also prove that tho 
sloop was absent seal flshini; on tho 
West Coast at the timo of tho alleged 
charge. 

Mr. Courtney said he felt it his duty to 
press for a medical examination. 

Mr. Drake contended that tho applica- 
tion was absurd. Tli-j course taken by 
tho prosecution had .already been of a 
suthciently disgraceful and painful char- 
acter. 

His Honor said that he did not think 
there was any evideuco to justify him in 
sending the c.iao to a higher Court. Tho 
circumatancos in conuoction with tho case 
were peculiarly painful and he regretted 
that such proceedings should have arisen 
under tho existing state of society. 

Mr. Drake said tho proceedings were 
merely an attenijit to extort monej' as he 
might have occasion to show hereafter. 

His Honor — There is notliing to justify 
my sending tho ease to tho Supremo 
Court so tho case is dismissed. 

Tho Court then adjourned.

A few da^ ago there died at Quami 
chan, Cowichan district, a fanner, ono 

Francois Doncide, under circumstances 
of an extraordinary character. About four 
weeks since Doncide got it into bis head 
tliat upon Ascension day ho would bo 
translated bodily to Heaven, and forth- 
with began to systematically starve him- 
self, refasing both food and water, after 
making presents of his stock, fanning and 
cooking utensils, money, furniture etc., 
to some neighbors. After a short timo 
time the government agent, Mr. Frj-, 
wroto down to tho governniont represent- 
ing the facts of tho case .ind asking that 
authority might be sent to commit tho 
man to the lunatic asylum. This laconic 
reply was returned: 

"SiK. — Lunatic asylum full. No room 
for more patients. Yours, &c.. 

The man continued to starve himself 
after that almost unmolested, except by 
some kindheartcd neighbors, who fre- 
([ucutly pressed him to tako food, 
but ho always declined, and grew thinner 
and weaker daily. On Ascension day 
he had boon 17 days without food or 
drink of any kind, and composed himself 
for death ; but he lingered two days longer, 
dying on tho lUth day. An inquoat was 
held and a verdict returned of "death 
from voluntary starvation while in an un- 
sound state of mind." Tho jury added a 
rider conplimontingtho government agent 
for his otVort to get tho man oared for and 
couauring tho govornment for their hoart- 
Icssness and neglect. Doncide had ro- 
si^lod at Quamichan 15 j'oars, and waa a 
native of Franco, aged 50 yews. Origin- 
ally ho was a Roman Catholic, but re- 
cently embraced tho Protestant religion. 

'I'ho ontortainment givon lust night by 
the dramatic company of H.Jf.S. Triumph 
attracted ono of tho largest and most fash- 
ionable audiences assembled within the 
walla of Theatre Royal for many years 
past.

The en- 
tortainmont opened with a nautical drama 
entitled "Honog.t Tom Cringle," tho 
titlo role of which v,as admirably imper- 
aonatod by Mr. A. LJarker who waa well 
supported by Mr. D. Chapman in tho 
character of Black Walter, a villain of tho 
deepest hue, Mr. A. Lobb as Mat Iron- 
hand who had been sentenced to lose his 
riglit hand by an impecunious magistrate 
(Mr. W. Burgoyne)for murdorduring tho 
wrock of a ship on tho coast of Cornwall, 
and by Mr. J. Williamson who assumed 
tho character of Gipsy J.ack, a tinker pos-- 
sessed of a groat fund of tlio comic ele- 
ment who who when necessity demanded 
it assumed the garb of a strong-minded 
female. The character of Fan Foxglove, 
servant to Elizabeth, the daughter of 
Stanton, (Mr. W. Gravonall) was well re- 
presented by Mr. E. Patterson, who 
evinced a keen porcoption of the part. 
Tho remaining character uf Alfred, tho 
son of Stanton, was takon by Mr. A. 
Jacobs. Tho drama aboi nda in thrilling 
situations, which embrace love scones, mur- 
dorand hair-breadth escapes. The applause 
of tho audience waa frequently most em- 
phatic and the curtain was rung down on the 
hnal tiihleau only to rise again in rosponao 
to tho demand of tho audionco. Tho band 
having played several delightful selec- 
tions the curtain rose to an exceedingly 
laugh.able sketch entitled "Cetewayo,' a 
burlesquo of tho Zulu wai-.

THE COMMONS. 

Sir Leonard Tilley moved tho Houso 
into committee on resolutions to vary the 
agroomont with British Columbia on the 
dry dock guarantee, providing for tlio 
cash payment of £50,000 in lieu thereof, 
He explained that 8180,000 had been ex- 
ponded, and that 8400,000 would be re- 
quired to comploto tho work. Tho British 
Columbia Government had applied to tho 
Imperial Government for aasistaiico, and 
had received assurance of a contribution 
of £50,000 sterling. 

Mr. Mackenzie strongly opposed tho 
motion, which he declared amounted to 
making a present of a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars to British Columbia. Ho de- 
clared that from tho circumstances under 
which tho order-in-council was passed, it 
appeared as if it had been adopted for po- 
litical roasona. 

Mr. DoCoamos contondod that there 
was a deliberate agreement between the 
late government and himself that this 
money should be given as a bonus to 
Britiah Columbia. Such an .agreement 
■was mado by tho hoii. member for Lamb- 
ton when Premier. 

Mr. Mackenzie — I utterly deny that. 

Mr. DeCosmos — Then the hon. gontlo- 
man denies what is true. "' 

Tho resolution was committed and re- 
ported. 

On tho motion that tho resolution 
should bo concurred in, 

Mr. Blake said that all tho lato Govern- 
ment promised to do was to guarantee the 
bonds to be issued by tho British Colum- 
bian government for tho purpose indicated 
and not to pay the interest. Tho pro- 
posal was to ^ivo tho Province as a bonus 
§250,000, which, in view of the large ad- 
vantages which that Province already had 
from Canada, was preposterous. He 
would, thoroforo, move that all tho words 
after "that" in tho resolution should bo 
struck out and that the following words 
bo inserted instead. 

The terms of union with British Col- 
umbia provided only for tho guarantee of 
the interest for two years in respect of 
part cost of tho British Columbia graving 
dock; that the Act of 1874 provided only 
for the advance of §250,000 in view of tho 
former arrangement ; that tho proposed 
resolution would involve a free gift of 
§250,000 by Canada to British Columbia, 
and in view of the former arrangement, 
which involves no charge upon the Do- 
minion Treasuiy, it is inexpedient to 
make such grant. 

Sir John Maodoimld said he greatly 
regretted the introduction of thia resolu- 
tion. Ho alao regretted the remarks 
mado by the hon. membor for Lunbton. 
Hon. gontleinon opposite wero evidently 
attempting to drive British Columbia out 
of tho Union, and to disintegrate tho 
Dominion. Ho waa pained and grieved 
that the exigencies of party should lead 
hon. gentlemen opposite to adopt such a 
course, which, however, ho believed would 
be rejected with indignation by the people 
of this country. (Applause.) What were 
the facts in the case ? British Columbia 
and Canada sat down as two independent 
peoples to make arrangements for union, 
and ono of the arrangements entered into 
was that the Dominion should guarantee 
the interest for ten years of such a sum, 
not to exceed £100,000 sterling, as might 
bo required for tho construction of a first- 
claaa graving dock at Eaquiiualt. The 
hon. ninmbor from Wost Durham wished 
it to bo understood that tho guarantee 
meant the repayment of the money, but 
it meant nothing of the kind. Just as 
tho British Government and tho Indian 
government had again and again guaran- 
teed to shareholders in Indian railways a 
certain porcentago on tho understanding 
that if tho raihvaya made five per cent, 
then the government was free, or if the 
railways did not make five per cent, then 
tho Govornment had to make up tho 
deficiency, so the Dominion agreed with 
British Columbia to guarantee tho interest 
on tho £100,000 sterling to the extent of 
five per cent., the Government only to 
pay the deficiency up to that amount if 
tho profits en the dock were insufficient. 
Tho enterprise was an important one, 
and now hon. gentlemen were attempting 
to repudiate the entire arrangement re- 
garding it. It waa enough to make ono 
blush for shamo at any statesman taking 
such a course. Well, it was fsund that 
the money could not be raised, and as it 
waa doubtful whether the dock would pay 
fivo per cent., while it was exceedingly 
desirable that tho work should bo finish- 
ed, it waa decided to pay the five per cent, 
per annum in advance. It was in that 
way that the payment of the §250,000 
was determined upon. In the session of 
1878, tho member for Victoria (Mr. Do 
Cosmos) brought the subject up, and 
stated that the membor for L.ambton (Mr. 
Mackenzie) had^ agreed that this sum 
should be paid, and if hon. raombora 
would look through Hansard they would 
aeo that the hon. gentleman did not make 
any denial or explanation of the statement 
that he had promised tlie grant. This 
was corroborative evidence of tho state- 
ment of the hon. member for Victoria 
to-day, and a plain udmiasion that a pro- 
mise was made. But, besides that, there 
was the telegram of tho hon. member for 
Lambton to Mr. DeCosmos, in reply to a 
question that the arrangement in which 
the premier of tho late government said, 
"Your telegram went astray. Govern- 
ment ia to pay 8250,000 as ' dock work 
progresses in lieu of the guarantee pro- 
vided by the terms of Union." 

T)}«i:« was not in that one word about a 



loan, and not a word about tho return of 

the money. But, beyond that, there was 
tho act of 1874, introduced by tho lato 
govornment to carry out tho an-angc- 
nient. That act, in its first clause, pro- 
vided for tho advance of §250,000 to 
British Columbia instead of the guaran- 
tee, and an advance was not a loan but a 
payment in advance of the completion of 
tho works. The second clause provided 
that advances could bo made to any Prov- 
ince, British Columbia included, and that 
such advances could bo repaid. In the 
firat clause a provision w.is made for the 
adv.aiiciH^ of tho money, in the second it 
was provided that tho money advanced 
should be repaid. If it waa intended 
that the money to bo granted to British 
Columbia should bo repaid, there waa no 
necessity for the clause, as the second 
clause covered it. Tho fact was tho 
first clause was an absolute ptiymcnt, the 
second clause was intended to provide 
for paymonta'wliioh had to bo returned. 
In view of this, tho Houso would bo dis- 
honoi'ing itself, and doing an injustice 
and injury to British Columbia if the re- 
aolution before th« Houso should not pass. 

Jfr. Mackenzie said it was not remark- 
able tiiat tho hon. gont.leinau had worked 
himself into a passion on the question, 
because ho was advocating the cause ofhis 
conatituonts, and it waa doubtful whothor 
ho should vote on tho subject, ho being 
an interested party. Tho attempt was 
made to show that tho opposition wero 
hostile to British Coluinbia, but they 
ivoro only loyal to themselves. The ap- 
pearance of the word "pay" instead of 
"advance" in ono of hi;i(Mr. Mackenzie's) 
telegrams was sim[)ly a verbal error, aud 
meant nothing. 

Sir Charles Tup[;er said tho hon. mem- 
ber for Lambton (itfr. Mackeiizio) askod 
for reasons why tlioy should hiivu changed 
tho guarantee of iiitoreat into a p.ayment 
as tlie work proceeded. Thoro wore sov- 
cral reasons for sncli action. One was 
that tho Province could not perform tho 
work with only a guarantee of interest. 
Another was that if .should in some do- 
groo componsato tho Province for delay in 
the construction of tho Pacific railway. 
Why, it might be asked, did tho hon. gon- 
tlomaii himself propose to give British 
Columbia 8750,000 on account of the non- 
construction of the Esquimau and Na- 
naimo railway. Tho Act of Parliament 
respecting the graving dock clearly estab- 
lished that tho amount was to be a gift, 
and not simply a guarantee. 

Mr, Casey opposed tho motion. 

Mr. Smith (Selkirk) said that in view 
of his previous action on this question he 
would support the resolution of tho Gov- 
ernment. 

The Houso thon divided on Mr. Blako's 
amendment, which was negatived — yeaa 
42, nays 100. 

an APOLoav. 

Mr. Bunster, claiming privilege, said 
that at the last sitting of the House, dur- 
ing tho boat of debate, ho had charged 
the leader of the Government with having 
neglected tho interests of tho Province 
of British Columbia. On account of the , 
very able manner in which tho right hon. 
gentleman had defended tho interests of 
liis Province this afternoon, he (Mr, Bun- 
stor) deemed it his duty to make an 
apology. Tlio leader of tho govornmont 
had a pretty barge following in British 
Columbia, and ho would have a fair fol- 
lowing thoro 80 long as he continued 
to deal out to tho Province such justice as 
ho had this afternoon. 

Mr. Mackenzie (ironically)— Hear, hoar. 

]\Ir. Bunster proceeded to discuss some 
atalonients mado on tho name ocoouion by 
tho hon. member for Shefford (Mr. Hunt- 
ington), and to say that he would not bo 
lectured by that hon. goiitloinan. (Crioa 
of "Order, order. " 

Sir John Macdonald — I am grateful to 
tho hon. gentleman. I fool that my hands 
have been greatly strengthened by what 
ho has just said. (Ironical cheers.) 

NANAIMO A.VD ESQUnlALT RAILWAY 

Mr. DeCosmos stated that iio expected 
the Government during recess to consider 
a meaauro for the con.struction of the Na- 
naimo and Esquimalt railway, -sviiich, af- 
ter enquiry, ho concluded would not cost 
more than §2,500,000. He entered into 
a calculation to show that the construction 
of the road would not only increase tho 
taxation but by tlie valuable country it 
would open up incretiso the sottlomont 
which it would encourage aud actually 
produce a revenue.

Per tho Bettor Obsomnoe of the 
Sabbath. 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE MAYOR 
and Council of the Corporation of tho 
City of Victoria as follows: — 

1. No person shall keep open on the 
Sabbath day for tho sale of goods, wares 
or merchandise by wholesale or retail, 
othur than liquor by retail, any storo, 
warehouse or other place of b«»ine$s, 

2. No person shall keep any saloon 
open for the salo of liquor by retaQ be- 
tween the hours of ten o'clock in tho 
forenoon and five o'clock in the afternoon 
of any Sabbath day. 

3. No person shall keep open any bar- 
ber shop between the hours of 10 o'clock 
in tho forenoon and 0vo o'clock Ir the 
afternoon on tho Sabbath day. 

4. No person shall keep open for the 
sale of liquor by ret.til any bar in any 
hotel or grocery between the hours of ton 
o'clock in tho forenoon and five o'clock 
on tho afternoon of any Sabbath day. 

5. It shall not bo lawful to discharge 
any cargo, except live stock, from any 
ship, Btcaraor, schooner, sloop or vessel 
of any description on tlio Sabbath day. 

G. It shall not bo lawful for any per- 
son to peddle any description of goods, 
except luillc, ou the Sabbath day. 

7. Any person guilty of any infraction 
of this bylaw shall bo subject to a penalty 
not exooodijig twenty-five dollni-a nor less 
than five dollars. 

Every penalty iiiipo.'icd by this bylaw 
may, together with the co.sta of convic- 
tion, bo recovered in a summaiy manner 
before tho Police IMiigistrate of tho City 
of Victoria or any Justice of tho I'caco 
having jurisdiction within tho limits of 
tho City of Victoria, and may be levied 
l.iy distress and salo of the goods and 
chatties of the ollendor, and in default of 
p.ivment of such penalty and costs, then 
by iinpriaonment of such ollbiider for any 
term not exceeding one calendar month 
in one of Hor Majostj-'s gaols.
